O.N. 12(E).—Whereas for the purpose of hold¬ 
ing a general election to the House of the People, 
the President had, by notification issued under sub¬ 
section (2) of section 14 of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) and publish¬ 
ed in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, 
section 3, sub-section (ii), dated 19th April, 1 1991; 
called upon all the Parliamentary Constituencies, 
(other than those within the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir), including 24-Purnea Parliamentary 
Constituency in the State of Bihar, to elect mem¬ 
ber of the said House; and 

Whereas, the Election Commission vide its noti¬ 
fication No. 464|9l(l) dated 19th April, 1991 
issue.d under section 30 of the Representation of 
the People Act. 1951 (43 of 1951) had inter-alia 
fixed the 20th May, 1991, as the date on which 
oil shall, if necessary, be taken in the aforesaid 
4-Pumea Parliamentary Constituency; and 

Whereas, the Election Commission received in-. 
formation based on reports of the'State Govern¬ 
ment, the Chief Electoral Officer of the State, the 
Returning Officer, the Observers, and other rele¬ 
vant sources of information available to the Com¬ 
mission that on the date of poll i.e. 20th May, 
1991, there had been large scale incidents of 
electoral malpractices involving both capturing by 
seizure of polling stations, making polling autho¬ 
rities surrender the ballot' papers, taking forcible 
possession of polling stations and prevention of 
free access to the voters for the purpose of voting, 
threatening electors and preventing them from 
going to the polling stations to cast their vote and 
that consequently the poll in the aforesaid 24- 
Pumea Parliamentary Constituency had not been 
free and fair; and 

Whereas, the Commission vide its order dated 
21-5-1991, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Aritcle 324 of the Constitution, sections 58, 58A, 
135A and 153 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951, and all other powers enabling it 
in this behalf, countermanded the election from 
the said 24-Purnea Parliamentary Constituency; 
and 

Whereas, the said order dated 21-5-1991 of the 
Commission was challenged before the High Court 
of Delhi in writ Petition No. 2378 of 1991 by one 
of the contesting candidates, Shri Rajesh Ranjan 
alias Pappu Yadav, and 

Whereas, the High Court of Delhi, by its judge¬ 
ment and order dated 9-1-95 directfcd a repoll to 
be taken in 24-Purnea Parliamentary Constituency 
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were in existence on the day of the - origi¬ 
nal poll i.e. 20-5-1991 and no change, 
whatsoever shall be made in those rolls 
for the purpose of the fresh poll.

Now, therefore, the Commission directs as 
follows :— 

1. The fresh poll in entire P.C. of 24- 
Pumea shall be taken on 15th March. 
1995, 

2. The fresh poll shall be taken between 
7 AM and 5 PM. 

3. The fresh poll shall be confined to the 
same contesting candidates whose names 
were included in the list of contesting 
candidates prepared by tire Returning 
Officer on 29th April, 1991 after the last 
hour for the withdrawal of the candi¬ 
dates. 

4. The fresh poll shall be taken on the 
basis of the same electoral roll of the 
above mentioned 24 Pumea p.c. which 


5. The fresh poll shall be taken at the same 
polling stations at which the original 
poll was taken on 20-5-1991, unless it 
is not possible to take the fresh poll at 
any such polling station for any un¬ 
avoidable reasons, in which case the new 
location of the affected polling station 
shall be decided by the DistrictElection 
Officer, Pumea, with the previous ap¬ 
proval of the Commission latest by 8th 
March, 1995. 

6 . The counting of votes and declaration, 
of result after the fresh poll is comple¬ 
ted shall be done in accordance with 
the rulesjorders and Commission’s direc¬ 
tions in this regard. The counting of 
votes shall be taken on 21-3-95.
